Founded in 1815, the Handel 
& Havdn Society gave its first con- 
cert on Christmas night at Stone 
(now King’s) Chapel. In April of 1817 
H&H gave its first full performance 
of Handel’s Messiah and has included 
it in its Holiday repertory annually 
since 1854. The Society recently 
concluded its 134th annual perform- 
ance with four sold-out perform- 
ances at Symphony Hall. 

In July 1986, Christopher 
Hogwood became artistic director. 
A noted scholar, harpsichordist and 


author, Mr. Hogwood is one of Brit- - 


ain’s most internationally active 
conductors and a highly successful 
recording artist for London Records. 
As founder for the Academy of An- 
cient Music, he is regarded as one of 
the leaders in the period instrument 
music movement. 


Under his dynamic leadership, H&H 
has emerged with a new vibrancy 
and vitality. In addition to a six con- 
cert subscription series at Symphony 
Hall, H&H has an ever growing list 
of activities. This past July 5, the 
Society performed Beethoven's 
Ninth Symphony at the Hatch Shell 
at the Esplanade for an audience of 
over 15,000. In January H&H 
launches a new chamber series in 
three local churches. 

In October of this year, H&H 
signed a three year record contract 
with London Records/LOiseau- 
Lyre. The first recording session Is 
scheduled for this coming March to 
be released in the spring of 1989. 
The Society also runs an active edu- 
cation program which performs in 
over 35 junior and senior high 
schools in Eastern Massachusetts, 
working with over 3,500 students.
